IS IT NOT REVOLUTIONARY! 


There are two methods of revolutioniz­ 
ing a Government. 
One is by the violent 
assault of arms as the result of long en­ 
dured wrongs or the long entertainment bv 
the people of the desire for a change in 
methods of government,-that finally ripens 
into revolution and takes the form of force 
in order to substitute the new for the old. 
The other method is by peaceful agree­ 
ment, according to democratic methods( 
to reform the organic act or compact un­ 
der which individual rights are surren­ 
dered and community authority vested in 
agencies selected to administer govern­ 
mental aflitirs. 
Now the proposition to cow, coerce and 
render sahservient to a faction the judicial 
arm of the Government, while it is under­ 
taken under the seeming sanction of law, 
is nevertheless such an abuse of power, 
that it is precisely as revolutionary as if 
actual force were employed to pull the 
Judges from the bench and put Tip the 
tools of the faction. 
The question before this people now is 
whether they will sit quietly by and wit­ 
ness the consummation of 
this outrage. 
They have hut one means of preventing it, 
and that is by the entry of such a protest 
that their servants, the legislators, who are 
in place to do the will of the people, may 
lx> instructed as to that judgment. 
W hile 
we have confidence in a majority of the 
membership of the law-making bodies, yet 
there should be a holding up of the hands 
of every man of them who resists the revo­ 
lutionary plot. 
Already the press is voic­ 
ing the protests of the people, and we an­ 
ticipate still more vigorous and pronounced 
remonstrance. 
The truth is, that beaten hack by the an­ 
ger of the people, the conspirators who pro­ 
pose to prostrate the judiciary at the feet 
of political knavery, have, hv a flank 
movement, and under apparent cover of 
constitutional law, undertaken to undo the 
Supreme Bench for an ulterior purpose, by 
removal of two of the Justices on the plea 
o f physical incapacity. 
This can be done 
only by legislative act, and raises the very 
serious question that it is not within the 
province of the Legislature under a call 
that does not specify that as one of the 
purposes of the session. 
The constitutional provision declares it 
may he done by concurrent resolution. 
But it is warmly and honestly held that a 
concurrent resolution that goes beyond the 
expression of sentiment, or does more 
than voice a petition or a protest; that 
undertakes to do a definite thing, and 
that thing the reforming of an indepen­ 
dent branch of the Government which is 
chosen by the people and not by the 
Legislature, is legislation. 
Of course it 
is not a bill, does not require its separate 
readings, nor does it need executive con­ 
firmation. 
But it is a:i extraordinary con­ 
currence, two-tliirds vote being required; 
•m unusual demand ; it affects the methods 
of government; it legislates out of office 
men cho-.en by the people at the ballot 
box: it tries, judges and executes; it 
touches one of the foundation stones of 
■thegovernmental superstructure, and there­ 
fore a matter full of grave doubt if it is not 
legislation, and legislative action that difiere 
■only in character from that other action 
which we call law-making. 
In short, it is 
a serious issue if it i- not an attempt to 
play a new gama to Ik' known as Court- 
making, 
or 
legislation by 
indirection, 
differing essentially from that other act— 
-Senator-making. 
This 
latter 
is com­ 
manded by Federal statute, and the Legis­ 
lature is hut a part of the machinery of 
choosing a Federal officer, for a United 
«States Senator is a Federal official. 
But 
iu the other case it i- contended, and 
with force, that tiie authority to act is 
derived from the .State Constitution, re­ 
lates to State government, affects the rela­ 
tion between the three independent arms 
of the sovereign State, and is legislation 
prescribed by the organic law and requir­ 
ing a vote that would override a veto. 
If then, the Houses proceed todo a thing 
at a session under a call in which it is not 
specified as one of the matters to be legis­ 
lated upou, it raises the question if they 
do not seize authority, and do a revolt! 
tionary act. 
Let us suppose the thing done, and the 
matter to come, as it will, before the .Su­ 
preme Court, and that body to hold, as 
there is reason to believe it must under 
the law, that the act of removal was ille­ 
gal ; will we not have made progress to­ 
ward Mexicanizing the State Government ? 
In short, is there any future to the pro­ 
posed action under present circumstances, 
that Is not full of trouble and contention 
rind ill ?

OUR FRUITS AT THE EAST. 


It is very gratifying to learu that Cali­ 
fornia fruit is arriving at the East in such 
fine condition. 
The dispatches yesterday 
announced that there is now in the At­ 
lantic cities a fine display in fruit-stalls 
and in the markets of our pears, plums and 
peaches, and that they command a ready 
retail sale. 
The new impetus given to the 
fruit-forwarding business by the oyjaniza- 
tions of fruit-growers and shippers is de­ 
veloping a new demand for our fruit at the 
East. 
The old policy was limited ship­ 
ment, high prices, ar.d a necessarily con­ 
fined clientage. 
The new economy intro­ 
duces our fruits where they were before 
unknown, and places them within the 
reach of people who could not before in­ 
dulge in them. 
There should he, and will 
he, further advancement upon this line. 
Our possibilities in the direction of an 
Eastern fruit market w ill not he developed 
until California fruit is easily obtainable 
generally at all prominent Eastern points, 
and hundreds of lesser importance. 
We 
place no trust in the fear of overdoing this 
business, or of bringing our fruits into 
damaging competition with each other. 
The horticultural industry of California is 
hut in its infancy; it will he early a 
chief source of prosperity, and we believe 
that it will be a permanent one. 
Our 
seasons are such that we can command a 
demand among the m illions of the blast for 
our fruits at a time when the products of 
the Atlantic slope cannot he in the field. 
From a luxury our fruit supply will grow 
into a necessity, and with it our fruit de­ 
velopment will keep pace. 


L et it be clearly understood that the 
present assault upon the Supreme Court is 
not to conserve public interests.

That the Senate now proceed to ballot for 
Senator iu Congress to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death ot Hon. John F. Miller, which va­ 
cancy has been temporarily filled by the Execu­ 
tive of the State.” 
Del Valle rose and said that the occasion wa> 
one that he could not permit to pass without 
having something to say. A great change had 
occurred in our political conditions—a sad 
change for the Democratic party. Without the 
knowledge of the Governor this m atter of the 
election of a United States Senator had crept 
into the proceedings of this body and become 
its duty under the Taw. In view of the unfortu­ 
nate circumstances which had called us here, 
we art' conlronted by the mandates of the Con- 
stiution of the country, the supreme law 
of 
the 
laud and the law of the State. 


In obedience to those laws, he for one—and he 
believed his party colleagues had so agreed— 
was willing to face the music and vote as his 
conscience dictated.

two houses shall convene in joint assembly, 
and the journal of each House shall then be 
read, and if the same person has received a m a­ 
jority of all the votes in each house, lie shall 
be declared duly elected Senator. But if the 
same person has not received a majority of the 
votes in each house, or if either house has 
failed to take proceedings as required by this 
section, the joiut assembly shall then proceed 
to choose by a viva voce vote of each member 
present, a person for Senator, and the person 
who receives a majority of all the votes of the 
joint assembly, a majority of all the members 
elected to both houses being present and voting, 
shall be declared duly elected.”

Session, beginning on the ri.ih day oi January, 
A. P. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
tbirdi of all tho members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight. Ten and i leven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER O N E. 


Section l. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws oi the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to Us 
value, to be asccrtaiucd as provided by law. 
The wor-1 property, as used iu this article «ml 
seciion, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; providtd, 
that growing crops, proper.}* used exclusively 
lor public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United htates, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this r?tate, shall 
be exempt from taxation. GrowiDg vines aud 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be ami shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: aud, 
prnvidrtl farther, that railroads shall bo taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of this artieh-, and, 
¡iroridcd further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption l’roin taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this r>tate, or :nay tax such ships and vessels on 
their grosser net earnings, in lieu oi au ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents »f this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited.

The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make aud deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oalh, setting for.h specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exe pt railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten oi this article, owned 
by such taxpayer, or in hi* possession or under 
his control, a t’twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except íailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a ruihoad. or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Ireasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent uj>on the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferry boats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at auy time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all ca*es 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this fctate, the giw s an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


/7r*i-The gross earnings which, during the 
y earlart preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Hccowi—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
R ate and partly witnout this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of smffi railroad situated in thUState, and 
used in making such earnings, )*eara to**he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within tlie State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken ami deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. 
For every purpose or this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys-em Fhall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county cr counties in which said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration* associu’ion, partnership, iierson 01 per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to nnv the 
tax herein provided, when the same símil be- 
c >mc due. or wirhin thirty (lays thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads w ithin this Rate. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the 1 egisiature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
herein! efore in this section designated, anuxnay 
bv enforced in such m anner us the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, fo far as 
the’same are situated wi bin the boundaries of 
auy common schojl district, shall lie subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same os other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything in 
thin article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they ure situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may he assessed an*! 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this state, or any one or more of 
them , in such cases und amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injune 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
d day the collection of any tax laid under the 
lorin of law, except upon* a showing that the 
fame property has been taxed more than once 
lor t he same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment ro the Tax collector, or into 
Couit, ol a sum equal 10 the amount oi ouc of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir. que-«ion; 
pruridctl. that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax C ollect-r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced w ithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid.* It shall be 
the dnty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid under protestshall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such oilier 
officer as the l egislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


No hing in this am endm ent shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore mode or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature. The first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six. and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided. for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Tuxation for the fiscal year 
ending Juno thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 


Now, T h e re fo re , pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled "A n Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con- 
stitmion ot the State of California to the Quali­

March 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said am endm ent is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of th e8 tateo n

Yogan A rrives. 
Three trains crowded w ith passengers 
came through from the East yesterday, ex­ 
clusive of the Reno train, fully as large as 
the others, and .w ith which was consoli­ 
dated General Logan's special. This train 
brought a large num ber of G. A. It. excur­ 
sionists, who had stopped over at Iteno on 
the previous day, and a large local travel.

The County Itring* A nother Suit to Stop 
llydraulic M inirg. 
The county of Sacramento commenced 
suit in D epartm ent One of the Superior 
Court yesterday against J. B. Hobson, at 
one time a resident of Sacramento, but 
latterly engaged in hydraulic m ining on 
the North Fork of the American river, near 
Iowa H ill. 
The complaint, 
which is 
lengthy, sets forth that he is operating with 
000 miners’ inches ot water on banks of 
earth, sand un i gravel ranging from 25 tu 
150 feet in bight. The material washed 
away is dum ped into a steep ravine, half a 
titilé long, leading into the North Fork. 
It is alleged that lie washes down in the 
course of a season 500,000 cubic yards of 
solid material, which has filled the chan­ 
nel of the river at that point to such an 
extent that the stream runs at random, 
or forms new channels as best it can, and 
if he is allowed to go on for two years more 
the river, at the sam e rate it has filled dur­ 
ing tiie past two years, will be so complete­ 
ly filled up that when the water rises in 
tiie river it will endanger plaintiH’s bridges 
and other property. 
W herefore a restrain­ 
ing order was asked, to prevent defendant, 
during the pendency of this action, from 
dum ping further m aterial into the river, 
and from selling water to other parties to 
enable them to m ine bydraulieally. and do 
damage sim ilar to that done by defendant. 
Judge Van Fleet ordered a writ of injunc­ 
tion to issue as prayed for, and counsel tor 
plaintiff have m ade arrangem ents to have 
it prom ptly served. 
R. T. Devlin and S. 
C. Denson appear as attorneys for the 
county, and A. L. Rhodes of counsel.

her thrice before the curtain. She is not 
yet made up of stage smiles, and stage 
graces, and stage arts. At least, she ap­ 
pears to be ignorant of them , ami the re­ 
sult is really refreshing. 
If it is all as­ 
sumed, then it is all the more good art 
work. 
The play is rom antic, full of inter­ 
est and deals with the “ low white trash,” 
illicit distillers, outlaws, and “ 'risiocrats ” 
in the glens and 
retreats of Carolina 
m ountains. 
“ Sincerity 
W eeks” 
(Miss 
Moore) is the supposed daughter of a 
"M oonshiner” who is. a fe r all, a big- 
hearted fellow—and Mr. Varney makes 
the character a capital one and an original 
upon the stage. This girl, untutored and 
wild, saves a reckless and rom antic youth, 
who penetrates to the m oonshiner's re­ 
treat, from the weapons ot the outlaws, 
and of course he falls in love with tiie 
half-wild child ot nature’s bights; she 
turns out to be somebody else with a " big 
fortune;” he m arries h er; the villain ot 
the play is punished, and the heroine and 
hero and everybody else are. happy as the 
curtain falls. 
It has no literary merit 
whatever, is chiefly rapid dialogue, but is 
full o f the romance of a strange class of 
people, and not at all improbable. The 
third superior character in the play is taken 
by Ida Robinson, and is an original study 
of a striking character. The play will cer­ 
tainly draw for the week.

Of course Judge Terry’s com plaint and 
action has its starting point in the cele­ 
brated divorce case of Sharon vs. Sharon, 
And there would be som ething astonishing 
in a Republican Assembly passing a two- 
thirds vote against two Justices of the 
Court on the com plaint of David S. Terry. 
But strange things happen every day in 
this world and politics is proverbial for 
m aking strange bedfellows.— Grass Valley 
Tiding s. 
terry’s joker. 
David S. Terry having met with ill suc­ 
cess in the trial of cases in which he was 
interested before the Supreme Court, pro­ 
poses to get satisfaction by an attem pt to 
oust two of the Judges, Morrison and 
Sliarpstein, on the plea 
that the}’ are 
m entally and physically incapacitated for 
service, and has presented charges to the 
Legislature to that effect, in the hope of 
effecting their removal. 
The Assembly, 
through a committee, is about to take 
testim ony as to the charges, while the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee is taking tim e for 
consideration as to w hat is best to be done. 
The objection is made that the Legislature 
has been called for a specified purpose, and 
cannot properly take cognizance of the 
matter, and that it is som ething that can 
only properly come up at the regular ses­ 
sion 
It is felt also th at this is a personal 
m atter with Terry, and m any members do 
not feel disposed to farther his attack on 
Judges Morrison and Sliarpstein by any 
action looking to their removal from the 
bench.— Grass Valley Union. 
THE GAME OF REORGANIZATION. 
The game having been blocked in that 
direction by the general wrath which the 
scheme excited, som ething like a flank 
movement was developed in the Legisla­ 
ture Thursday. Complaint was lodged in 
both Houses that Chief Justice Morrison 
and Justice Sliarpstein had become inca­ 
pacitated from performing their duties, by 
reason of their infirm ities, and praying 
their imm ediate removal from the bench. 
Action on the part of the Legislature in the 
premises was demanded under Article VI, 
Section 10, which provides th at “ Justices 
of the suprem e Court and Judges of the 
Superior Courts may be removed by con­ 
current resolution of both Houses of the 
Legislature, adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of both Houses." 
The Section further pro­ 
ceeds : 
“ But no removal shall be made by 
virtue oí this Section unless the cause 
thereof be entered in the Journal, nor un­ 
less Ihe party complained of has been 
served with a copy of ihecom plaintagainst 
him, and shall have had an opportunity of 
being heard in ids defense." 
If this side 
attack on the Court were in all respects 
what it appears lo be on the face, it would, 
perhaps, be sutlicient to point out that the 
removal of Justices of the Supreme Court, 
even if incapacity should be proved, could 
not be attem pted under a call which con­ 
fines the Legislature, so far as the Su­ 
preme Court is concerned, to the form ula­ 
tion of am endm ents to the Judiciary A r­ 
ticle of the Constitution. 
Putting out 
Justices by a sum m ary process cannot be 
ranged under the head of constitutional 
am endm ents. There is a loose notion that 
removing Judges is an Executive act, and 
m ay he performed outside of the proclam ­ 
ation. but it does not yield much on analy­ 
sis. 
It is true that the Legislature is acting 
on one subject—the Senatorship— which 
was not specified in the call, but that is 
controlled by a higher document than the 
Constitution of California—that is to say. 
the Constitution of the United States. 
It 
is said that this power to remove Judges 
by n two-thirds vote is an attribute of the 
Legislature of which it cannut be divested 
when assembled in extra session. 
If this 
be so. all its other attributes adhere, not­ 
w ithstanding the lim itations of the Gov­ 
ernor's proclamation, and as a consequence 
the lim itation placed on extra sessions is no 
lim itation at ait. There is nothing here 
but the nullification of one part of theCon- 
stitution by another. 
But notw ithstanding 
all this, the Assembly jum ped at the propo­ 
sition and has ordered the Judges to ap­ 
pear. The Senate, more cautious, has not, 
at the time of the present writing, decided 
vvliat it will do. The Legislature now in 
session has no right to interfere with the 
Supreme Court in the way indicated. There 
is nothing in the call of the Governor, as 
alreadv stated, to justify such action.—S'.

His 
wounds were slight. 
W hile John W ilson, m ate of the ship 
General Banning, was gathering his crew 
aboard Sunday afternoon, preparatory to 
sailing, he w^s h it with a brick in the Lead 
by a n inconsiderate boarding-house keeper. 
Dr. J. F. Burdick died on Saturday, at 
Oakland, of diphtheria, which he con­ 
tracted about a week ago while attending a 
patient. The operation of trachotom y was 
performed on Dr. Burdick on Friday night, 
but it failed to save his life. 
It is understood that the Federation of 
Trades is hot after the scalp of McKee 
Rankin. The gentlem an's time is up at 
the California Theater, and he is to go East 
forthwith. 
Dispatches have been sent to 
Philadelphia and other Eastern cities re­ 
questing the trades to boycott the actor 
because of the position he look here in 
regard to the Federation.

M ayor H arrison Testifies iu the T iial ot 
the A narchists. 
[By Telegraph.] 
Chicago, August 2d.—Mayor Harrison 
was the the first witness for the defense in 
the Anarchists' trial to-day. The Mayor 
was present at the H avm arket meeting. 
H e went there because ids attention bad 
been called to the “ Revenge" circulars 
calling the meeting. 
He had instructed 
the police to disperse the crowd as soon as 
anything occurred which would have a 
tendency to a renewal of the scenes which 
occurred at McCormick’s, 
lie heard por­ 
tions of Spies’ and Parsons' speeches. He 
left the m eeting while Parsons was speak­ 
ing. There were signs of rain, and the 
crowd did not exceed 500. 
H e then went 
to the Desplaines-street station, and told 
Bonfield he thought there would be no 
trouble. On cross-examination, the Mayor 
said that Bonfield had been advised that 
the meeting, before it adjourned, would at­ 
tem pt to burn down the M ilwaukee and St. 
Paul station, and that the Havm arket 
meeting had been called to distract atten­ 
tion front other quartets. 
W hen he left 
the police station for home he gave Bou- 
tield discretionary powers as to the dis­ 
posal of the meeting, or to quell any other 
disturbances. 
M artin Simonson, a traveling salesman, 
was at the H aym arket m eeting during the 
afternoon. 
He was given a circular by 
some one on W est Lake street. Theeircular 
was subm itted by the prosecution. 
It was 
a copy of the ‘‘ Revengo” circular, except 
that it had the heading, “ Attention, Yv'ork- 
ingm eu!’’ instead of “ Revenge,” and the 
omitted line. " W orkingm en, come armed, 
and appear in full force,” which appears in 
the " Revenge ’ circulars. The witness was 
present at the H avm arket during the en­ 
tire meeting, and until after the explosion 
of the bomb. 
In Parsons’speech he heard 
him say : " To arm s.” 
During B’ielden’s 
speech the crowd began to leave. 
W hile 
Fielden was speaking some one said : " Let 
us adjourn.” 
Fielden told them lie was 
nearly through. 
At about this time the 
witness saw the police approaching. 
He 
heard some one warn the crowd to disperse. 
Some one on the wagon said: 
"T his is a 
peaceable meeting.” 
The bomb exploited 
within a second or two afterward. The 
witness did not hear any one exclaim : 
1‘ H ere come the police bloodhounds. ’ or 
any exclam ation of that kind. 
He heard 
nojristol shots prior to the explosion of the 
bomb. This witness declares that tbe bomb 
was throw n from the sidewalk and not 
from the alley, as was testified by a witness 
for the prosecution. 
His account of the 
meeting, otherwise than iliis point, did not 
m aterially differ from the witness tor the 
State.
